Captain Andrew Dick , ſometime Stewart of Orkney, 


Humbly ſheweth, 

Hat the deceaſ*d Sir Wiliaw Dick my Grand-father, in the years 1638, 
39, 40, and 1641. did advance and lend to ſeveral perſons of great 
eminency, great Sums of Money upon privat Security, for repayment thereof 
to the ſaid Sir Filiem his Heirs and Succeſſors, whereunto I have the undoubt- 
ed Right,which Sums of Money fo borrowed by the faids perſons, was believed 
to have been imployed by them, for carrying on and managing the publick Af- 
fairs of the timez Upon which Confideration, the Parliament from time to 
time in the Reign of K, Charles the 2d. did ſuſpend all manner of Execution a- 
g4inſt the perſons bound for the ſaids Debts, or their Repreſentatives , and at 
length, by the 26 AR of the 3d Parl, Ch.the2d, beldin the year 1681, the 
Parliament then paſt an A& abſolutly diſcharging theſaids Debts, as being ad- 
vanced for promoting an il] and rebellious Cauſe, upon the Debitors only ta- 
king of the Teſty by which means ( albeit 1 had tranſated with, and became 
lyable to ſeveral Creditors of my ſaid Grandfather ) I was altogether diſap- 
pointed of any fatisfaQion and re-payment,I had reaſon to expe by the Debts 
due to my Grand-father, without which recourſe upon the Debitors therecf, 
I ſhall neither beableto fulfilthe foreſaids Tranſat.on, nor ſubſitt my Family, 
being forced long ſince todiſpone my hail Means and Eſtate” towards the pay- 
ment of my Creditors : Except the Parliament ſhal lay down ſome publick 
Courſe for the ſatisfaQicn of the ſaids Debts, and relieving of the Debitors 
therein bound, as was formerly granted by an Impoficion of four Shilling per 
pound upon Tobacco for the ſame effect: And ſeing in all Law and com- 
mon Juſtice, it ought not tobe turned to the prejudice of the Lender, how, or 
which way his Debitors from whom he has received privat ſecurity, imploy or 

diſpoſe of the Money lent by him, 


May it therefore pleaſe your Grace, and Efates of Parliament, tocon* 
ſider the Premiſſes, and either toabrogat the foreſaids Acts of Parliament, 
whereby Diligence againſt the ſaid Sir William Dicks Debitors, and their 
Eſtates is either ſuſpended or diſcharged, or to lay down ſome publick 
Courſe for payment of their ſaids Debts,and in the mean time, to grant an 
Aliment to me, out of fome publick Fond, with a ProteQion for my per- 
ſon againſt my Creditors, as was formerly done to my eldeſt Brother, 
when alive, ay and while I ſhall by the Juſtice of the Parliament obtain 
acceſs by legal Diligence againſt the Perſons and Eſtates of the ſaid Sir 
William Dick, his Debitors, or ſatisfaQion of their Debts, by what means 
the Wiſdom of the Parliament ſhall think moſt fir.
